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Report on the Fifth Annual N.U.S. Convention 


The following article is a condensed version of the report made by 
Michael Horgan, the Loyola representative at the Fifth Annual meeting | 
of the National Union of Students. 

One of the first problems chet. came up at the meeting was the. ‘question 
of Loyola’ s role in ANEQ, and its relationship with N.U.S. The result of 
all the discussion on this problem was that there will be no formal ties 
until the relationship between N.U.S. and ANEQ is clarified. 

Another issue which was prominent throughout the conference was the so- 
called "National Question", This dealt with such problems as: 


a) ANEQ and N.U.S. (their relationship) 

b) Separatism in Quebec 

c) Bilingualism in Canada and in N.U.S. 

d) Federal/Provincial relations in matters of education 


The outcome of discussion on these problems and questions was that N.U.S. 
would eventually recognize ANEQ as a national student organization, and 
that it would promote closer co- ~operation with uebSe as well as greater 
involvement in our province's affairs. . 

The N.U.S. conference also touched upon the problem of student unem- 
ployment in Canada, and the fact that there are fewer and fewer jobs for 
university graduates. N.U.S. reiterated its stand on unemployment, and 
established it as a major work item for the coming year. 

Also, at this meeting N.U.S. took a stand against the raising of fees 
for foreign studonts, even though many provinces have already adopted the 
policy of higher foreign student fees. N.U.S.' traditional stand has been, 
in fact, free tuition for all. 

Our counterpart downtown, the D.S.A., also sent a representative to the 
convention, however, the rep apparantly walked out because of dissatisfact- 


ion with the way the conference was being held. It seems evident that....

«e...the Sir George representative has, in fact, i ig out of N.U.S. 
altogether. 

To conclude the report on the N.U.S. Conference, the Loyola delegate 
and the L.S.A. feel that Loyola should continue to participate in the 
NUS. meetings, because they provide useful information and are a ba 


uable source of' discussion.

ner. This equioment can be found in the L.S.A. Puild ing, end” was purchased 
for its use and all its member associations, Ve feel that hundreds of doll- 
ars can be saved with the use of ‘this printing equipment, rather than what 
has happened in the past when utilizing the Printing Se rvices department. 
There will be lists of the costs, and booklets on how to ‘use the machines 
prepared in the near future, so that the L.S.A. ‘member associations will

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Printing Equipment (Continued) . 
There are two types of stencils available. The direct typing kind, 


which can go directly on to the Gestetner, and the cost of each of these 
is $0.35. Then there is the stencil for the electric scanner which. cost 
$0.42 each. Although there is a saving in. printing in both cases, it is 
uneconomical to use the equipment to print less than 6 copies. The. r 
Gestetner Scanner 1100 can image a stencil-master directly from almost — 
any original subject - typed matter, illustrations, clippings and even 
paste-up layouts. This machine can also produce a stencil-master imaged 
directly from original photographs. Automatic colour separation is an- 
other of its capabilities, the colours which the L.S.A. has chosen are: 
red, black of course, and navy blue. The possibilities of this machine. 
are quite enormous, and will turn out to be very advantageous to the 


L.S.A. and its member associations. 
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Items in the News 


Fund Drive: As reported in the Gazette last month, Concordia launched its 
annual fund-raising campaign. This year, $500,000.00 is the projected 
goal. At last report, this amount had not been reached but donations from 
private sources continue to come in, and by January it is hoped that the 
half a million dollars will be reised. This money is expected to go to- 
wards a number of projects including scholarships, land acquisition, and 
research....... Student/Professor Relationships at Concordia seems to be 

a relatively good one except for the lack of time on the part of the 
student; or at least this is the opinion of one Concordia student which 
recently appeared in a letter to the Gazette. Judith Gibb claimed that 
the life of a student has become so regimented with pre-registration, 
registration, course changes, etc. that one has little time to see pro- 
fessors even if one wants to. Despite this, she and another student, 
Beverley McBride, feel that Concordia professors, for the most part, are 
pretty accessible, and more than willing to help and get to know their 
students. Concordia has many problems,however, the student/professor one 
does not seem to be one of them......Student Discontent seems to be mount- 
ing of late, both on the national and local level. The Gazette recently 
reported that in Ste. Catherines, Ontario, the top student at Brock Uni-- 
versity boycotted his convocation ceremony to protest the fact that he is 
unable to find a job. The Gazette also reported that, at the fifth annual 
meeting of the National Union of Students, delegates demanded to see.....

++..+ePrime Minister Pierre Trudeau. to discuss future federal action 
on unemployment, It is evident that future prospects for university 
graduates grow dimmer and dimmer as the economy continues to falter. It 
is also equally evident that something has to be done, and soon, if a 
university education is to remain a worthwhile goal.......Student Unrest 
for another reason was witnessed here in Quebec last month. According to 
a Gazétte;report, the main doors of the National Assembly were set on fire 
by some Laval students to protest their victimization at the school's 
professors' strike last fall. The students claimed that they were forced 
to make up lost time in school, and demanded that the government rectify 
the situation by providing better loans and by abolishing tuition........ 
University of Alberta "xises Foreign Student Fees. It was recently re- 
ported by University Arfairs that the University of Alberta has finally 
given in to government pressure and will charge foreign students $300.00 
more this year than other students. Despite this, the university board of 
governors wrote to the Alberta government claiming that it "continues to 
believe this proposal for a fee increase to be wrong, and not in the best 


interests of the University.
